Given in Summary 


With Bucharest lost to them, the 
Rumanians are retiring all along 
the line in the province of Walla- 
ch ia, 
fighting rearguard actions as 
they retreat. 
The main point of 
interest in what 
remains of this 
campaign is the fate of the Ruman- 
ians who are holding off the Danube 
army south of the capital. 
Informa- 
tion indicates that an attempt was 
made to move virtually the entire 
Rumanian force in the Bucharest 
region northeastward toward Mol- 
c«via, before the entrance of the 
Teutonic troops in the capital. 


What 
measure 
of 
success 
has 
been attained in this operation has 
not yet developed. 
The Ninth Ger- 
man 
army 
is 
passing 
eastward, 
north of Bucharest at an apparently 
rapid rate, its main line of advance 
probably being along the 
railway 
iine to Bezou from Ploechti. 
The 
capture of the last named town, an 
important railv/ay junction point in 
the center of the Rumanian oil re- 
gion was effected yesterday, 
the 
same day Bucharest was taken. 


German opinion is expressed to 
the effect that the Rumanians have 
decided to abandon all of WaHa- 
chia, the main portion of the Ru- 
manian kingclom and retire to Mol- 
davia, their northeastern 
province, 
where their front would be materi- 
ally 
shortened 
and 
where 
they 
would be in close touch with the 
Russians. 


The total captures of Rumanians 
by the forces of the central powers 
since the beginning of the war are 
reported to have been 100,000 men. 


As far back as the records have 
been kept at the local weather bureau 
station, December this year has set a 
new mark.

CRISIS HAS ALL 


ENGLAND GUESSING 


New Premier Has Nucleus 
in Support of Strong 
Adherents. 


London, Dec. .Tj^It having been de- 
cided 
definitely-^ihat David 
Lloyd- 
George will undertake the formation 
of a ministry, politicians today were 
interested chiefly in the personnel of 
the new cabinet and the prospects of 
the new premier for getting together 
a combination that will t^e support 
of a majority in the house of commons. 


Few. if any, of the liberal members 
of Mr. Asquith's cabinet are likely to 
accept office under Mr. Lloyd-George 
and some of the unionist members like 
J. Austen Chamberlain and Lord ,Ttob- 
ort Cecil, are likely to stand aside. 
However, it is assumed that at the 
conference at Buckingham palace they 
assured 
the 
new 
premier 
of 
their 
benevolent neutrality, thus making his 
task much simpler. 


Labor Party Accepts. 


According to the Central News the 
labor party has decided to accept the 
Invitation to be represented in the new 
government. 


According 
to 
one 
estimate, 
Mr. 
Lloyd-George can rely on the support 
of virtually all the unionist members 
and of 70 liberals and hopes to obtain 
the backing of the labor members, who 
will come to a final decision at a meet- 
ing tb^ajT^ It.;is • al^^^^ 
Lloyd George believes he will be able 
to offer concessions to the nationalists 
which wiil brlng them into line. 


As far as the cabinet is concerned, 
the new premier has a nucleus in A. 
Bonar Law, Lord Derby, Lord Curzon, 
Sir Frederick E. Smith and Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, while Viscount Reading, 
the lord chief justice, is likely to join 
the ministry, and Col. Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill,former first lord, of the 
admiralty is slated for a high office. 
Under the circumstances-it is believed 
the establishment of the cabinet will 
be a matter of only a day or two and 
by Monday the new government will 
meet the house of commons to learn 
what manner of leception will be ac- 
corded it. 
A test of its strength can 
be made on the vote of ci-edit which 
iftust be moved immediately. 


The house of commons adjourned 
until Tuesday.

That Lloyd-George has perhaps the' 
stlffest task of his political career be- 
fore ^im is generally, admitted and 
even some, of. his staunchest support- 
ers, which Include all the Tory press,

Washington, Dec. 7.—Germany in a 
note made public by the state depart- 
ment today contends that the British 
steamer Arabia, sunk in the Mediter- 
ranean on Nov. 6. was~ in reality "a 
transport ship for troops in the serv- 
ice of the British government which 
is to be considered as an auxiliary 
warship, according^ to 
international 
law, and can, therefore, be treated 
like a warship." 


The German government's attitude, 
however, like that in the Marina case, 
is expressed to be one o t readiness to 
make amends if it be shown that the 
submarine commander violated Ger- 
many's pledges to the United States. 


Washington Reticent. 


What action the state department 
will take is problematical. 
Secretai^r 
Lansing refused utterly to comment 
on the case today and other officials 
were reticent. 
Should it be shown 
that the Arabia was, as Germany con- 
tends, a transport, this 
government 
probably would admit the sinking was 
justified. 


If, however, it is shown that the^ 
submarine commander was mistaken

most serious situatioh will confront 
the state department.

Wliat German Reply Says. 


The note addressed by the 
Berlin 
foreign office to Charge Grew, in re- 
ply to. his inquiries made on insti-uc- 
tions from Washington after setting 
forth the Arabia was painted different- 
ly from usual and wiis not in the reg- 
ular course for steamers but was fol- 
lowing the course of transports said: 
"The commander of the 
submarine 
further ascertained that there 
were 
large batches of Chinese and other col- 
ored persons in their national 
cos- 
tumes on board the steamer. 
He con- 
sidered them to be workmen soldiers 
such as are used in great numbers be- 
hind the front by the enemies of Ger- 
many. 
In spite of the clear weather 
and careful observation he did not 
i^rceive any women and children. 


"In these circumstances the 
com- 
mander of the submarine was con- 
vinced that in the case of this steamer 
he was concerned with 
a 
transport 
ship for troops in the sèrvice of the 
British government which is to be con- 
sidered as an auxiliary war ship, ac- 
cording to international law and can, 
therefore, be treated^like a warship.

accordingly 
considered 
himself 
justified 
in 
attacking 
the 
steamer 
without delay and sank it. 


"Should the American 
government 
give the official data showing that the 
Arabia was at the time of the torpedo- 
ing an ordinary passenger steamer the 
action of the commander would not 
have been in accordance with the in- 
structions given him since these in- 
structions are pow as before in agree- 
ment with the assurance of the Ger- 
man note of May, 1916. 
This would 
then be a case of a regretable mistake 
from which the German

quences."

Indianapolis, ind., Dec. 
7.—Making 
excuses to get away from school and 
home for the afternoon, but carefully 
concealing: her purpose even from her 
mother, little Opal Iseley, 10 years old, 
made her way to the state house yes- 
terday afternoon and, seeking an audi- 
ence with Governor RalSton, made a 
pathetic appeal for the release from 
the Michigan City v prison of her con- 
vict father that he may be permitted 
'to spend Christmas with her. 
The 
father is Albert I s e l e y , who was con-' 
victed in April of robbing a bank in 
Greenwood, Ind. 


"Papa is all I want for Christmas,"» 
sobbed the child. Her black eyes welled 
with tears and her voice choked with 
emotion, when she found herself in the 
executive offices in the presence of the 
kind-hearted governor. 


Mrs. Ralston, who chanced to be in 
thè governor's office, placed her arms 
tenderly around the child and sought' 
to console her—the brave little girl 
who had come, unknown even to her 
mother, to ask that her father, a con- 
fessed bank robber, be restored to her. 


"Papa is all I war^fe for Christmas," 
she repeated, but she could say no 
more. 


Mrs. Ralston wiped the child's eyes 
while tears formed in her own eyes. 
Tears also came to the ej'es of the 
sympathetic governor. 


"Nobody sent me here—I just came," 
she explained later when she had com- 
posed herself enough to again speak. 
"I told them that I was coming down 
to see the stuffed animals in the mu- 
seum, but all the time I intended to 
come and 
see ^he 
governor 
about 
papa." 


It developed that the child, in order 
to gain permission to remain away 
from school, had told her mother that 
her teacher wanted all the pupils to 
visit the state house. 
It was not until 
the child returned to her home, 707 
South Bast street, last evening that 
the mother, Mrs. Màmie Jseley, knew 
Of Opal's visit to the governor, 


In other years she had hoped that 
Santa Claus would bring her candy 
and toys and dolls and bright red hair 
ribb.ons to tie up her raven curls, but 
this 
Christmas 
she 
c^res 
nothing 
about these things. 
She wants only 
her papa. 


"We all sympathize with you and 
are sorry your papa ever had to go 
away from home," said Mrs. Ralston, 
caressing the child and attempting to 
console her. 
. "I'lll investigate the case and see 
what can be done," said the governor, 
tenderly, 
after 
he 
had 
taken 
the 
child's name and address. 


The child's appeal was one of the 
most touching onés made to Governor 
Ralston in the four years of his ad- 
ministration, but the iiature of the 
case makes it difficult for the gov- 
ernor to act favorably. 
Alfred Iseley, 
the father, with 
two 
others, one a 
man and the other a woman, was sent 
to the state prison last April to serve 
a two to fourteen-year sentence for 
blowing the safe in the Citizens Na- 
tional bank at Greenwood.

The Capture of Bucharest 


Thongh in no sense a surprise because it had been ;regarded as in- 
estable for some days, the capture of Bucharest, the Rumanian cap- 
it^, by the Teutonic armies of von Mackensen and von Falkenhayn 
'will take rank as one of the mightiest and most dashing military 
^^evements of a world war that has been conspicuous for that sort 
oi thing. The conquerers of fifty thousand square miles of Rumanian 
tertitory in an elapsed time of almost exactly one hundred days since 
iftimania deliberately elected to abandon neutrality and phinge into 
tl^é conflict have fairly won the honors which will be undisputedly 
theirs. It is a victory beclouded by no doubt, fichieved by military 
might and military genius and military valor, and not by any sort of 
BÓcident on which the tide of military affairs sometimes turns. It is 
E victory big, smashing, complete and unquestioned. 


And no less remarkable is the fact that while it was being ac- 
complished the armies of the kaiser were able to successfully stand off 
Ihéir opponents on the other war fronts. The conquest of Rumania 
há^ been achieved without a weakening at any of the numerous 
lectors where entente allies have been massed against tlie fighting 
Din Of the Teutonic nations. The result places the fourth capital of en- 
téjate countries in German hands. Brussels, Belgrade and Cettinje had 
already been engulfed by the German onslaught. It gives the central 
powers assurance of further territorial acquisition if they desire it, or 
at least additional tangible assets with which to negotiate in the final 
dicker over peace terms, as well as süpplies that will be invaluable for 
the further prosecution of the conflict. 


Rumania, in an effort to line up with the crowd from which she 
could expect most, appears to have guessed wrong, and the plunge 
that has placed her in her present predicament was of her own choos- 
ing. Greed was the animating motive that led her to take the chance. 
The quarrel was not hers in any degree. Whatever may be her final 
late when the arbitrament of sword and shrapnel is complete, she can 
place the blame nowhere but upon her own heavily-burdened shoul- 
ders.

Is there any danger that 
Great Britain may go to a paper cur- 
rency with the Indefinite continuance 
of the war? 


These are 
some inquiries 
raised 
by the federal reserve board's warn- 
ing against the' too free purchase of 
short-term, high-interest notes now 
befog put out by the British govérn- 
ment. 
In effect our federal reserve 
board has said: 
"Go a Uttle slow in 
taking the credit of warring nations. 
Gold is better than promise».» 
We 
have good uses at home for a lot of 
our money." 


Incidentally, 
thè 
federal 
reserve 
board remarks in passing that there 
is much unnecessary worry in certain 
quarters over the supposed ménace of 
too much told in this country. 
The 
gold reserves in the reserve bank sys- 
tem have not yet been fully paid up, 
and until they are^ this foreign gold 
can go into those depositories. 


How long can Great Britain con- 
tinue to make gold payments to meet 
the interest on her war borrowings? 
I have Just talked .with a man who 
spent nearly two years investigating 
this subject. 
An American, he lived 
a year in lióndon 
before the 
war 
broke out, and then was sent to Sotith 
Africa to Investigate the matter of 
gold '«production 
there. 
He 
spent 
nearly a year In that work. 
He tells 
me that the situation is this: 


Shortly after the wàr began the 
British government practically took 
over the South African' gold mines, 
and has since been operating them. 
The nation's financiers realiaed that 
nothing would be more Important in 
winning the war than to insure the 
credit of Jthe nation, and that nothing 
would go 
further toward 
insuring 
that credit than td make certain of a 
reliable and bountiful supply of gold 
to pay interest on the national debt. 
In pursuit of this policy the govern- 
ment has been producing gold in Af- 


rica in practical disregard of cost. 
It 
is no longer necessary that five dol- 
lars' worth of gold be produced^at less 
than five dollars' cost in labor units. 
In fact, the government is jjiow pay- 
ing twenty-one shillings for twenty 
shillings' worth of gold, a five per 
cent premium on every pound sterling 
of gold produced. 
Meantime capacity 
has been largely increased. 
Not only 
are old mines and machinery being 
worked to the limit, but new mines 
on land which has hitherto been p'art 
of the public domain and in many^ 
cases 
was not 
suspected 
of 
being 
gold-bearing, have been opened up 
with new machinery and néw la.bor. 
Also, the 
Australian 
mines, where 
the output had begun to fall oft, have 
béèn put under forced pressure and 
are contributing a larger share tha.n 
ever before. 
Altogether the 
world 
production • of gold has reached the 
amount of 
500 millions a year, of 
which it is estimated more than half 
Is being produced by Great Britain. 


This gold is shipped to Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, on government cruisers, and 
thence 
through 
the 
Indian 
ocean 
across the Pacific to Canada, to Lon- 
don's branch bank at Ottawa, where 
England now keeps practically All her 
gold. 
It is from this Canadian de- 
positoi-y that the New -Tork banks 
draw when the balance requires a 
payment in gold to inalntain British 
crédit.

Five years ago tomorrow the max- 


imum temperature was 54 degrees, 
the minimum 42 degrees and the 
mean temperature 48.

A 
year ago on this day the highest tenv 
perature was 35, the lowest 32 and 
the mean 34.

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The Capture of Bucharest 


Though ia no sense a surprise because it had been regarded as in- 


for some days, the capture of Bucharest, the Rumanian cap- 


ital, by the Teutonic armies of von Mackensen and von Palkenhayn 
will take rank as one of tho mightiest and most dashing military 
achievements of a world -war that has been conspicuous for that sort 
of thing. The conquerors of fifty thousand square miles of Rumanian 
territory in an elapsed time of almost exactly one hundred days since 
Rumania "deliberately elected to abandon neutrality and plunge into 
the conflict have fairly won the honors which will be undisputedly 
theirs. It is a victory beclouded by no doubt, achieved by military 
might and military genius and military valor, and not by any sort of 
accident on which the tide of military affairs sometimes turns. It is 
ft victory big, smashing, complete and unquestioned. 


And no less remarkable is the fact that while it was being ac* 


jcomplished the armies of the kaiser were able to successfully stand off 
their opponents on the other war fronts. The conquest of Rumania 
has been achieved without a weakening at any of the numerous 
lectors where entente allies have been massed' against the fighting 
mn of the Teutonic nations. The result places the fourth capital of en- 
tente countries iu German hands. Brussels, Belgrade and Cettinje had 
already been engulfed by the German onslaught. It gives the central 
powers assurance of further territorial acojusition if they desire it, or 
at least additional tangible assets with which to negotiate in the final 
dicker over peace terms, as well as supplies that will be invaluable for 
the further prosecution of the conflict. 


Rumania, in an effort to line up with the crowd from .which she 


•could expect most, appears to have guessed wrong, and the plunge 
that has placed her in her present predicament was of her own choos- 
ing. Greed was the animating motive that led her to take the chance. 
'The quarrel was not hers in.any.degree. "Whatever may be her final 
fata when the arbitrament of sword and shrapnel is complete, she can 
place the blame nowhere but upon her own heavily-burdened shoul- 
ders.

of night court" prevailed on the judge 
to discharge the woman, and then 
emptied her purse so that society's 
victim might go home to her kin. 


With not even carfare left, Mary 


Bell trod the miles to her rooming- 
house in a drizzling rain. Next day 
she had a cold, but she met the Black- 
well's Island boat; that night her cole 
was worse, but she attended night 
court just the same. For a week she 
fought both sickness anci the forces 
that oppress; tlren she died. 


With her death it was discovered 


that Mary Bell was really Mary 
Goode, once keeper of the most noto- 
rious resort^in New York, who testi- 
fied ag.iinst the police in the Rosen- 
thai case, and later made charges of 
vice graft that sent seven men to 
prison.

Washington, Dec. 1.—Is gold be- 


coming too cheap? Is too much gold 
one caus° of the increaKed cost of 
i!y:-,-,g? What will happen if gold 
continues to pile up in the United 
States treasury'' Can Great Britain— 
the Mother of the Gold Standard— 
maintain her credit by continued gold 
payments? Is there any danger that 
Great Britain may go to a paper cur- 
rency with the indelnite continuance 
of the war? 


These, are 
some inquiries raised 


by the federal reserve board's warn- 
ing against the too free purchase of 
short-term, high-interest notes now 
being put out by the British govern- 
ment. 
In effect our federal reserve 


board has said: "Go a little slow in 
taking the credit of warring nations. 
Gold is better than promises. 
We 


have good uses at home for a lot of 
our money." 


Incidentally, the 
federal reserve 


board remarks in passing that there 
is much unnecessary worry in certain 
quarters over the supposed menace of 
too much gold in this country. The 
gold reserves in the reserve bank sys- 
tem have not yet been fully paid up, 
and until they are, this foreign gold 
can go into those depositories. 


How long can Great Britain con- 


tinue to make gold payments to meet 
the interest on her war borrowings?

which it is estimated more than half 
is being produced by Great Britain. 


This gold is shipped to Sydney, Aus- 


tralia, on government cruisers, and 
thence through the Indian ocean 
across the Pacitlc to Canada, to Lon- 
don's branch bank at Ottawa, where 
England now keeps practically all her 
gold. It is from • this Canadian de- 
pository that the New York banks 
draw when the balance requires a 
payment in gold to maintain British 
credit.
